A charter for Bethel Academy. This act was approved by Gover- 
nor R. P. Dunlap, Jan. 27, 1830. At the first meeting of the Trustees, ,n 

held May 2,1830, arrangements were made for erecting the building, i ,; 

and it was completed during the following summer. At first the bel- 
fry was placed upon the centre of the roof. The seats were arranged Y 

on each side of the room, for the boys on one side and the girls facing i'j 

them on the other. The Academic year was divided into four terms , 

of twelve weeks each. \j 

Isaac Randall was the first Preceptor, and commenced the first term 1 
September 15,1830, with Noah Woods as Assistant. Mr. Randall re- , 
mained during Spring and Fall terms of 1837. There were no Winter i 
or Summer terms in those years. There were during the year, 130 1 

different scholars, and in Spring of 1837, 70 pupils. |

Joseph Hill taught in the Fall of 1838. 

Maurice C. Blake taught in the Spring and Summer of 1839.

In 1842, Rev. Daniel Gould made a bequest in favor of the Academy, 
with the condition that it should be called 4 Gould’s Academy.’ The 
next winter the name was changed by permission of Legislature. 
Subsequently about eight hundred dollars was realized from the be¬ 
quest. This was made a perpetual fund, the interest of which goes 
to pay the Preceptor a salary in addition to what tuition he receives. 

In 1860, the Trustees obtained from the Legislature a half township 
of land, which was sold for about twenty-five hundred dollars.
